Annexation Plan Blasted 


‘at At C of C Dinner-Meet 


Last night, Mayor Ray 
Gibbon told about 40 Chame 
ber of Commerce members 
that St, Albert wants nopart 
of the proposed annexation 
proposals recently unveiled 
by the City of Edmonton, 

Invited by the Chamber of 
Commerce to give the key= 
note address at the dinner 
meeting held in Club Moe 
combo, Mayor Gibbon touch- 
ed-off his talk by holding up 
to view the voluminous Hane 
son Report and said, ‘‘this 
is the Hanson Report, start- 
ed in 1966, completed in 1968 
and already outdated,’’ He 
added that the report was 
‘ridiculous to begin with 
and even more ridiculous 
now,’”’ 

The mayor revealed that 
Edmonton has admitted it 
already has sufficient living 
space to accommodate one 
million people, which is the 
projected population of that 
city for the year 2,000, He 
called the annexation pro- 
posal ‘a collosal land-grab 
which would sterilize about 
170 square miles of terri- 
tory for the next one hund- 
red years,’ 

Mr. Gibbon then told his 
attentive audience that St, 
Albert would attempt, 
through all avenues avail- 
able, to keep the present 
one-mile buffer between it 
and Edmonton, He then ex- 
plained that last year the 
town council of St. Albert 
conducted a “yes or no”’ 
survey to obtain the feel- 
ings of residents of this 
town, “Of an electorate of 
5,581, a total of 3,517 ob- 
jection ballots were cast,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that represents 
73% against annexation, 26% 


in favor and 1% undecided, ’’ 

“This,’’ summed up 
Mayor Gibbon, ‘‘indicates 
without a doubt where we 
stand on the question of 
annexation,’’ 

St. Albert’s mayor was 
his usual eloquent self and 
his address was well ree 
ceived by the Chamber. 

His talk followed an appeal 
made by Mr. R. A, Russell 
who explained Sturgeon 
Valleyvision’s plans. to 


serve the  Sturgeon-St, 
Albert area with cable tele- 
vision facilities, Accom- 
panying Mr. Russell was Mr. 
John Barnaschone, a prin- 
ciple of the cable television 
firm who also clarified the 
community channel aspect of 
his firm, 

The Chamber of Comm- 
erce, chaired by president 
Gerry Belke approved a mo- 
tion to support Sturgeon 
Valleyvision’s proposal, 


Planners views 
presented to 


committee meeting 


Planner John Woodroffe 
spoke informally to the St, 
Albert Community Commitee 
tee last Wednesday evening, 
beginning with a brief re- 
view of the ERPC plan for 
the town done in 1957, He 
pointed out that the planning 
commission does not take 
an insular view of planning, 
and planned for St, Albert as 
part of a region bounded by 
Entwhistle to the west, Elk 
Island east, Legal north and 
Leduc to the south, 

ERPC philosophy behind 
the plan of growth for the 
town, he said, viewed it as 
physically separate from 
Edmonton, noting that the 
one-mile separation be- 
tween the town and 137th 
Avenue would be more pro- 
perly called an agricultural 
belt, than a green belt, 

St. Albert is not a true 
Satellite, said Mr, Wood- 
roffe, in that a satellite is 
more or less an economic 


entity, with its own ine 
dustrial and commercial 
base, St. Albert, he felt, 
was hot envisaged this way, 
and it was felt it would 
develop as a mainly resi- 
dential area. ‘‘You are now 
developing a commercial 
life, with major employment 
by institutions such as the 
hospital and schools,’’ he 
said. 

The town was planned to 
grow on a neighborhood 
basis, with .the idea that 
people would identify with 
their neighborhood, and a 
system of parkways related 
to schools, whichworked out 
well in Grandin Park and 
not so well in other areas, 
Mr. Woodroffe said he per- 
sonally would like to see 
development of ornamental 
parks in St, Albert, 

He also felt the planning 
committee was a good evo- 
lution, and that a citizen

An agreement to lease the 
Mission Park School from 
the Sturgeon School Division 
No. 24 by the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate School 
District No. 6 was finalized 
Thursday evening at the re= 
gular meeting, All members 
of the board were present 
and the lease will become 
effective April 1, 1972. 

A report from PSS Supt. 
E. S, Gish which included 
a complete study ofthe Mis- 
sion Park School lease pro- 
posal was circulated, In his 
report, Supt. Gish pointed 
out in his recommendation 
that it would be of great 
advantage that the Mission 
Park School be leased and, 
‘operated initially as an 
annex to Sir George Simp- 
son School, pending the esta- 
blishment of a new school 
on the Lacombe Park site 
and, if necessary, a new 
school on the West Grandin 
site,”’ 

Mr, Gish exnlained in his 
recommendations that the 
leasing of additional space 
will provide readily avail- 
able space for pupils who 
cannot be accommodated in 
other schools, ‘It will also 
give the board flexibility 
in meeting the needs of dis- 
trict expansion pending the 
development of new 
schools,’’ he said, He added 
that a delay in leasing the 
Mission Park building may 
result in losing the oppor= 
tunity to use it at a later 
date when the enrollment 
problems are even more 
critical than they are at 
present,

To go or not to go, that 
is the question, Whether ’tis 
nobler in the mind to suffer 
the ‘bellyache’ ’til tomorr- 
ow’s doctor’s appointment, 
or to go to Emergency now, 
and with action end it,

As customary in all active 
treatment hospitals, the 
Sturgeon General Emer- 
gency is open 24 hours aday 
to serve the needs of the 
people resident in the hos- 
pital district. 

Emergency departments 
are primarily for the treat- 
ment of medical and surgical 
emergencies and accident 
cases, However, in the last 
decade or two this concept 
has evolved to include much 
non-emergency work and so 
Out-Patients services grew 
to be almost universally a 
part of the normal work load 
of ‘Emergency’ depart- 
ments. This is perhaps the 
second most controversial 
issue facing health services 
personnel today, 

Below are listed briefly, 
and in order of precedence, 
the types of situations met 
by the department: 


1. True Emergencies:= 
life threatening, e.g., heart 


attack, motor accidents, 
poisonings, shock, burns, 
etc. 


2. Serios Medical Emer- 
gencies: appendix, croupe, 
asthmatic attacks, ete, 

3. Major and Minor In- 
juries; broken bones, lacer= 
ations, burns, etc, 

4, Sudden medical pro- 
blems, outside of normal 
doctors’ office hours. 

At all times, before com- 
ing toemergency, the patient 
Should phone his doctor for 
in true emergency, he can 
be on his way there too, 
and thus save valuabletime, 
also, your doctor can ade 
vise whether it is necess- 
ary to go to the hospital, 

St. Albert is fortunate in 
having a very dedicated 
medical community who 
have always responded, 
posthaste, in emergencies, 


at 


often arriving ahead of the 
patient. Even in less urgent 
cases, the time lapse be- 
tween the calling and the 
arriving - in emergency -of 
the doctor has yet to exceed 
15 minutes!!! Bearing in 
mind that there are noresi- 
dent doctors at the hospital 
and that each doctor takes 
his turn to be on call for a 
24-hour period to man the 
department, this record is 
highly commendable, 

However, the public must 
bear a responsibility not to 
abuse this service by bring- 
ing non urgent problems 
which could wait until the 
doctor’s office is open, Cry= 
ing wolf could spelldisaster 
for somebody someday! On 
coming to Emergency the 
patient has usually first con- 
tacted-his doctor, but in the 
event that he is unable to do 
so, or that he has nodoctor, 
the doctor ‘‘on call’’ at the 
hospital will be contacted 
by the Emergency Room 
nurse and he will give any 
necessary treatment, 

It should be noted that, 
of necessity, for the secur- 
ity of patients and staff at 
night, the innermost doors 
of the Emergency Entrance 
are kept locked from mid- 
night until 7 a.m. Between 
the two sets of doors is a 
bell and intercom which 
brings a fast response,

Alberta Wheat Pool mem- 
bers and the public deserve 
to understand that the move- 
ment of non-board grain, 
particuarly rapeseed and 
flax to overseas markets, 
is being curtailed by lack of 
Shipping, notes AWP in a 
hews release, Existing sales 
commitments by Alberta 
Wheat Pool have been jeo- 
pardized through cancella- 
tion of country shipping re- 
quested, om saveral occa- 
sions in November, and the 
cancellation of a request for 
200 cars for rapeseed and 
80 cars for flax in Week 23, 
(January 3rd to 8th). 

Alberta Pool pursues an 
active and responsible sales 
campaign throughout the 
year in order to dispose of 
the largest volumes poss- 
ible of off-boara grains, 
These sales are in the in- 
terests of Pool members, 
It is important to under- 
stand that Alberta Wheat 
Pool requests for boxcars 
in connection with the above 
mentioned sales are very 

moderate in view o1 the 
Pool’s immediate total need, 
which is for 500 cars of 
rapeseed and 300 cars of 
flax, Alberta Pool is very 
conscious of the need to 
use Canadian port facilities 
to the best advantage in 
this year of heavy shipment 


Clearly (a) is risky, (c)

Pool supplying grain stocks 
originating outside Alberta. 

Alberta Wheat Pool em- 
phasizes the fact that it un- 
derstands the need for occa- 
Sional readjustment of coun- 
try shipping requests.

Jamison ains salvo at Hanson Report 
in maiden speech at the Legislature 


MR, SPEAKER 

At the most delightful party hosted for us recently 
by the Lieutenant-Governor Grant MacEwan and Mrs, 
MacEwan, I thought to myself - who will ever replace 
this man? What a job it will be to follow this man! 

And what a job it is to follow my colleagues in this 
House, after the calibre of speeches we have heard 
here in the past week, 

Seventeen years ago I wrote an editorial advocating 
a Hansard for Alberta, Continuously this matter of a 
Hansard was brought before the Executive Council of 
the former government . . . but always it was ignored, 

To see this job accomplished it has taken 17 years 
and an August housecleaning, Wasn’t it a grand house- 
cleaning? 

Open government is now at work. . . and we must 
never spoil it with any amendments which will stifle 
the media, 

And 24 hours after Hansard was approved the open 
government policy of this government was expanded 
even further by admitting television - radio and news 
photographers into this assembly. .. A first, I believe 
in the British Commonwealth, 

Now on this day . . . an important day in my life, 
I realize that what I say now and in the future in this 
House, will go into that record. Which is good for my 
constituents . . . and good for every voter in Alberta, 

Let me say first . . . Mayor Dent and his council 
notwithstanding . . . the Hanson Report notwithstanding 
. . . the Edmonton Journal’s editorial comment not- 
withstanding . . . the vast majority of the people of St. 
Albert and MD Sturgeon have no desire to become part 
of a concrete jungle . . . and something called greater 
Edmonton Unitary Government, 

What we really need is to encourage growth already 
started, in centres within the orbit of Edmonton, With 
open areas between those centres. 

Morinville, Fort Saskatchewan, Spruce Grove, Leduc, 
Bon Accord, Gibbons and St, Albert are developing 
as healthy towns. Good towns where those people who 
choose not to live in the city can pursue their own life 
style. Where they have, and exercise, a vigorous voice 
in their own affairs . . . through the councils they 
elect and serve upon, 

When I observe, week after week .. . every Monday 
night, the number of delegations heard by the council 
of the Town of St. Albert . . . I can only say it is absurd 
to believe that all these groups and individuals could be 
given this time and attention by a Greater Edmonton 
Unitary Government . . . when St. Albert would have 
perhaps one representative on that authority. 

Mayor Dent said Friday that conflicts will be inevit- 
able if satelite towns are allowed in the region. 

For that matter conflicts are occuring all the time 
within Edmonton Council . . . and between Edmontonians 
and their council, 

Rightly so. That is how open government works, 
Another mayor . . . Mayor Lindsay said sometime ago 
that New York “Is impossible to govern,’’ 

I believe that Unitary Government for this whole 
region would mean that the people would have less 
and less say in municipal affairs. And that would be a 
step in the wrong direction, I say -it is BUREAUCRACY 
that is INEVITABLE . . . costly bureaucracy ... if 
one council controls the vast area proposed in the Han- 
son Report. 

Let me say for the record. . . that in the four years 
I serve here, I will never cease to fight for the indepen- 
dence of St. Albert and the Municipal District of 
Sturgeon! 

Using all the resources at my command. .. and 
those resources include many able, informed, intelligent 
people in the St. Albert Constituency. People who are 
prepared to make a STAND for a way of life they have 
chosen for themselves . . . and for the children who 
come after them, 

Our Premier, Peter Lougheed, speaks well and truly 
for Albertans, - when he says we should not allow 
Alberta to become a province of two giant cities, I 
believe there are far to many Albertans who will suffer 
much if Edmonton becomes a second Chicago - and 
Calgary a second Los Angeles. WE MUST TAKE A 
NEW DIRECTION NOW! 

The history of St. Albert predates that of Edmonton, 
Father Lacombe’s missions at St. Albert and Lac Ste, 
Anne - were the earliest settlements in what is now 
Alberta, His bridge in St, Albert was the first West of 
Winnipeg. When the Hudson Bay Company wrote him to 
tear it down, he said “Let them come and do it.’’ The 
bridge stood, 

In the seventies, we too, like Father Lacombe, may 
have to resist pressure from big companies, if Albertans 
are to keep control of the single most important asset 
we have -- the LAND, If we cover good fertile land with 
concrete = houses -- industrial and commercial devel- 
opment - we have lost is forever! 

We should never lose sight of two facts: 40% of 
Canada’s Gross National Product comes through Agri- 
culture - and one job in three in Canada is related to 
this basic industry. This industry that depends on the 
land. 

Mr, Speaker, let us look at who is presently in control 


of land use in this area described in the Hanson Report. 
I suggest to you that in the Edmonton area, land - and 
therefore land use == is to a considerable extent in the 
control of a handful of very large developers, 

What does it cost these giants - and they are not all 
Albertans - nor Canadians - to exercise this control? 
Is it, in fact, PRECIOUS LITTLE by way of dollar 
investment? Do options not hold large blocks of this 
land at little expense - until that point in their plans 
when the developers know their profits will soon start 
rolling in? 

In this context, Mr. Speaker, let us look at the In- 
famous Hanson Report. -- My choice of word, admittedly. 
The mayor of Edmonton and his council commissioned 
this report. They think of it -- not as infamous - but as 
GOSPEL, 

In St, Albert. We have held a plebiscite, The opinion 
of our residents is now plainly evident, The people of 
our town do not want to be part of Edmonton, In Edmon- 
ton, no poll has been taken of the residents opinion of 
the Hanson Report recommendations, And I suggest to 
you, Mr, Speaker, that large numbers and perhaps a 
large majority of Edmontonians have no wish to see 
their city grow to the extent proposed in that report! 

Is this pressure to increase Edmonton’s area to 292 
Square miles . . , which may be compared to New York’s 
310.....Infactan empire-building scheme of a mayor 
and council - and big business interests in the city? A 
council and a segment of society who are not in tune 
with the times? If developers can control land use in 
given areas at little expense . . . ami then reap large 
profits - so, perhaps, can the provincial government, 


BUT I hope it doesn’t have to come to that. 
The large developers who control su much of our 


residential development in this region must therefore .. 
in my view ... pay more attention to public housing 
of high standards -- to improving home building design -- 
to the thinking of the Edmonton Regional Planning Com- 
mission and to the clearly expressed wishes of the 
people for open areas between centres, 

When I Say our land is our most valuable resource. . 
I am thinking of its value to people, We are familiar 
with the high-sounding campaigns of the Socreds on the 
theme of human resources ~ the captivating idea that 
they considered PEOPLE our most valuable resource, 

Had they really thought so, Mr, Speaker, wouldwe now 
be facing a situation where the pioneers who built this 
great rich province, now find they cannot get into 
Auxiliary Hospitals . . . often though in urgent need? 
At the other end of the age scale. . . the HAVE province 
has provided neither kindergartens nor day care centres, 

So this new government has marked out some new 
directions . . . and already begun work to implement 
them. I’m proud to be part of the government team, 
I’ve come to know all of these men... and take note, 
Loyal Opposition, - although most of us have never before 
served in this House, we 48 will not be easy target for 
your front bench! Combined, we 48 have a massive 
experience in so many fields - and that experience will 
TELL in this House — long before any 36 years roll by! 

We have advanced so rapidly in technology and elec- 
tronics - biology - genetics . . . and have accomplished 
so much using these tools... that society seems to be 
in danger of letting the tools and the people who invent 
and operate them... take over, The idea seems strong 
in society that what CAN be done, by technology, MUST 
be done, If a computer CAN be built to take over a task 
- - - it must be built, in the name of efficiency or 
progress? 

The young people were the first to become uneasy... 
and fearful. My own son, home from a social studies 
class at age 13, said ... ‘But Dad... I don’t want to 
grow up and just be a consumer,’’ 

And the cry of students at Berkley in 1964... ‘‘Iam 
a human being... do not fold, spindle or mutilate,’’ 
And why was it a COMPUTER, that the students at Sir 
George Williams College smashed, 

I bring this thinking to your attention because I am of 
the opinion we should move with care in adopting new 
technology. It is expensive for Canada, with our smaller 
population and our government must watch expenses, And 
we also must think of human beings first. 

The most important part of governing has got to come 
down to the best use of money, Money from taxpayers and 
income from all sources, Which means setting priorities, 
and when we wish to establish priorities, we have to 
separate the wheat fromthe chaff, Thisinmy view. . . is 
the most important task before this Legislature. , , and 
a subject to which I have been giving much thought, 

Where do we cut. . . where do we increase ,,, where 
should we try to hold the existing LINES? The mechanics 
fall to our provincial treasurer, But in broad outline let 


me review some areas deserving of increases, , . and 
some where we might effect decreases .. . as I see the 
situation, 


We increase those areas of spending which will expand 
markets for all agricultural products and preserve our 
arable land, And an increase in this area must tie in a 
grid road program, 

We increase funds to build viable healthy secondary 
industry in Alberta. . , and thereby build a bona fide

projects which are mainly a stop-gap action, 

We have no recourse whatsoever, but to greatly 
increase spending to improve and preserve our environ- 
ment, This could become a matter of life or death in the 
next generation if the increase in not provided, 

I see no answer to increased expenditures for education, 
We can only hold the rate of increase down as low as 
possible each year, We must start educating our children 
at age three . . . surely television has taught us that! 
And most urgently our poor and underprivileged children, 

We must SPEND for kindergartens and for day care 
centres, 

We could I believe decrease costs for equipping high 
schools considerably by taking out fridges - stoves - 
sewing machines, typewriters and business courses, 
power tools and shop equipment, 

Students wanting these programs could be served 
by leaving school after Grade 11 and completing their 
last year in a technical school or business college. 
They would come out at the same age much better 
trained in their preferred field, They would also be 
much more interested in the final year of their school- 
ing... and the drop-out rate could fall, 

We must spend for auxiliary hospitals, nursing homes 
and facilities for the retarded and handicapped, . . until 
we have caught up in these areas which were so sadly 
neglected by our previous administration, 

If we increase spending for day care, kindergartens 
and secondary industry, I believe we can begin decreasing 
considerably our spending for welfare, Until we get 
major economic measures provided for, I believe we 
must question whether the provincial government should 
be involved in something called social development and 
preventive social services. 

Do people really want government reaching into this 
corner of their lives? When they do want help there are 
many existing agencies and volunteer bodies available 
to them - such as Marriage Counselling and Alcoholics 


,Anonymous to name only two, I suggest that GOVERN- 


MENT can help more by providing employment and hous- 
ing. These two needs looked after, would accomplish 
much more in preventing social difficulties for our 
people, and so deserve the priority in spending, 

But . . . and let me emphasize this... preventive 
HEALTH services, including expanded guidance counsell- 
ing for children, and HEALTH UNIT PROGRAMS, ARE 
needed, 

I have said it before, Mr. Speaker, and I say it 
again . . . money spent on creating a department for 
youth, would have been better spent on creating second- 
ary industry leading to good jobs for youth, My ‘‘wheat 
from the chaff’’ thinking, Culture and recreation are two 
areas of government which play a most significant role 
in our time. Work in both these fields will be increasing 
at a rate which will keep even that bundle of ENERGY 
and IDEAS . . . Horst Schmid . .. plenty busy asa 
minister, 

Further decreases I have no doubt can be made... 
and substantial decreases in spending . . . by doing 
another housecleaning job this summer andstreamlining 
every corner of every department for improved effi- 
ciency in administration and the use of funds, 

This speech - my first in the Legislature - gives 
indication of where I will be standing during my term 
of office. It is really a stand for a way of life in my 
constituency - and in this province - a way of life I 
think Albertans are seeking. 

We have to spend more money in the most important 
areas to achieve these goals and this way of life. Which 
means we have to spend less money in other areas - 
which may be deserving = but in my view are not as 
important, 

Before I sit down, I would like to congratulate 
Gerry Amerongen on his election to the office of Speaker 
of this assembly, For I am certain he will serve this 
important office with distinction and with dignity.

Rosses enjoy life on the Oriana 


Garden (Golden Gate Park) - 
the snow-banks of Alberta 
seemed so far away, 

We had an eight hour stop 
in Los Angeles = had a very 
interesting tour of Universal 
Studios which can certainly 
be called ‘‘The City of False 
Fronts’’ which is of course 
filmland’s workshop. 

In Acapulco the ship can- 
not go right into the harbor = 
but anchors three-quarters 
of a mile out and the passen- 
gers are taken into the city 
in the lifeboats. It’s all han- 
died very nicely with con- 
venient stairways going 
down to the boats - not 
swinging ladders as I anti- 
cipated, 

Our morning in Acapulco 
was quite uneventful -avisit 
to the market and some of 
the shops - we did enjoy 
“the cliff divers’’ again, 
but the port area of Aca- 
pulco leaves one a bit cold. 

Monday afternoon we tra= 
velled in sight of coastline 
towards Panama, At 1lp,m. 
the pilot came aboard and 
Shortly after we began to 
see ships anchored waiting 
their turn, The locks oper- 
ate 24 hours a day, but 
large ships can only pass 
in the daylight. About mid- 
night we passed under the 
span of a very high bridge - 
the lights from anchored 
ships, lights on the shore, 
the tugs taking us in and 
harbor patrol boats darting 
around like fireflies all add-

ed to the excitement, About 
1 am. we were guided into 
our berth as skillfully as 
many people park © car, 

Tuesday a.m, about 7 we 
started our journey through 
the canal, 

The canal is 42 miles 
long and 50 1/2 feet deep 
at either end = for about 
30 miles of this distance the 
water is 85 feet above sea 
level, The canal was cut 
through the Continental 
Divide which at the highest 
is about 305 feet above sea 
level, The Chagres River 
was dammed and an artifi- 
cial lake developed. 

The ships reach this level 
through a series of three 
locks = you have no sensa- 
tion of the ship rising, ex- 
cept you see the ‘‘mechan- 
ical mules’’ (powerful elec- 
tric locomotives) which run 
on tracks along the lock 
walls towing the ship. You 
then travel through achannel 
and the Gaillard Cut where 
the rock walls seem to be 
within reach (by hand) ofthe 
ship. You continue on this 
man-made lake withvarious 
islands and dense vegeta- 
tion on the shoreline, These 
they refer to as “their rain 
forests’’ and do not ever 
want them cleared or their 
rainfall would diminish and 
the lake would suffer.

Van de Walle discusses 
_ future of the M. D. 
with Board of Trade 


Reeve of MD Sturgeon, 
Mr. Walter Van de Walle, 
was guest speaker at the 
March supper meeting of 
the Morinville Board of 
Trade, choosing as his top- 
ic “Sturgeon in the Seven- 
ties,’’ Twenty-six members 
were in attendance, 

Mr. Van de Walle des- 
cribed the MD as a wond- 
erful area, with great pot- 
ential, but pointed out that 
our greatest asset is people, 
He traced the development 
of the MD from 1891 to 
the present day, Mr. Van 
de Walle went on to say 
that he feels that Sturgeon 


W, VAN DE WALLE 


will remain a viable, local 
government, 

However, the shape of the 
MD will change with annex- 
atfons and boundary changes 
He contested the changes 
that have been made in the 
past two years, with towns 
and villages in the MD by 
mutual consent, and the BA- 
CM annexation with the City 
of Edmonton, He pointed out 
that in too many cases, like 
the BACM annexation, the 
decision was made on a 
political basis and was not 
in the interest of good plan- 
ning. 

On the question of annex- 
ation he stated that it was 
necessary to establish: 1) 
need 2) the desires of the 
people; 3) Will financial 
hardship be caused? 4) = 
Is it in the interests of good 
planning, He felt that the 
BACM dispute was only a 
part of the urban-rura! fight. 

He stated that if the Han- 
son report was implemented 
that it would wipe out Sture 
geon, He questioned which 
was better - unplanned ex- 
pansion, or planned growth 
for satellite towns, country 
estates, etc, He feels that 
the provincial government 
must move slowly in this 
area and consider which of 
the two are to be senior - 
the cities or the province, 

Mr. Van de Walle advised 
the board that the MD has 
been preparing a plan for 
the future, Makale and As- 
sociates, together with the

MD council have a general 
plan for the area, covering 
industrial development, re~ 
sidential development, tran~ 
sportation, land use, etc. 

He mentioned that the MD 
is attempting to broaden the 
tax base with industrial 
development and urged 
every member to become 
involved, Industry won’t just 
come, you have to go out 
and seek it, 

The Reeve noted that a 
public hearing will be held 
on this plan in the near 
future, He suggested that 
the towns, villages and the 
MD get together and develop 
a strong geographic unit, Al- 
though they have some diff- 
erences, they have a great 
deal in common, 

Mr. Van de Walle stated 
that discussions betweenthe 
MD and the towns and vill- 
ages have been fruitful, and 
he hoped these will continue, 
as good public relations are 
important, He emphasized 
that elected representatives 
are servants of the people 
and stated that the admini- 
Stration must keep an open 
door policy at all times. 

In conclusion he stated 


that the MD ‘‘is yours and 
mine, and is on the verge 
of growth and development, 
Every member should get 
to be part of the action and 
promote development, It 
looks like a very exciting 
future for this area,’’ said 
Mr, Van de Walle, 

A lengthy question period 
followed, 

Due to the fact that the 
regular supper meeting date 
for April was Easter Mon- 
day, it was passed that the 
regular April supper meet- 
ing be held on the second 
Monday, April 10, 

Among the guests pre- 
sent were Mayor Arthur 
Stapleton; town councillors 
Harvey Atkinson and Tom 
Houle; and school officials 
Thibault district - chair- 
man Matt Tellier, deputy 
chairman Roger Blackburn
